American satellite still was an ap- 
parent mystery today despite an- 
other stellar performance by the 
Army's "old reliable" Jupiter-C 
rocket. 


Explorer V—the heaviest U.S. 


moon launched at 37V4 pounds — 
transmitted its signal only briefly 
after liftoff at 1:17 a.m. Sunday. 


Army scientists studied tele- 


metry data received from the 
.spectacular flight in an effort to 
determine what happened. 


Launching Ran Smoothly 


They know that the launching 


ran smoothly. All four stages of 
the complex Jupiter-C, funclioned 
normally, boosling the satellite to 
the 18,000 m.p.h. velocity needed 
to plot it into orbit.

Warren Hits 
Court Delays 
At ABA Meet 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Chief 


Justice Earl Warron said-today 
that interminable and unjustifiable 
court delays are compromising 
the basic legal rights of thousand: 
of Americans. 


These delays, he said, are cor- 


roding the very foundations of 
constitutional government in the 
United States. 


The chief justice, delivering the 


<eynote address at the American 
3ar Assn.'s 81st annual convcn- 
ion, said that realization of legal 
remedies is painfully slow for 
many people.. 


"And to the extent, that this is 


so, there is created a disrespect 
for law at a time when everyone 
should be continually conscious of 
the fundamental principle that it 
is primarily the law and its ade- 
quate enforcement which makes 
liberty possible," he said. 


"Therefore, I urge that we make 


the improvement of justice the 
great central cause of our pro- 
fession. . . ."

Doris Fleeson 
Defense Policy Critics Seek Answers 


WASHINGTON—The Eisenhow- 


er Administration has felt com- 
pelled to answer the critics of its 
defense policy. This is the signi- 
ficance of the nine-point speech 
made in the Senate by the senior 
Senator from Massachusetts, 
Levcrett Saltonstall. 


Saltonstall is both chairman of 


the Republican Conference and 
the ranking active Republican on 
the Armed Services Committee. 
Top officials at the Pentagon co- ' 
operated in the preparation of his 
remarks, and were under White 
House notice to give him as mu^h 
information 
as 
they 
possibly 


could, consistent with security. 


The speech, therefore, -contains 


much more in the way of figures • 
. and solid fact than -has been 
customary around here. It is a 
'serious effort to meet the charges 
that this country is being out- 
paced in the missile field by the 
Soviet Union and not an Invitation 
to slumber, though' it docs con- 
tain one Madison Avenue-touch— 
an attack on "psycho-surrender," 
whatever that is. 


IT HAD THE further advantage 


that Saltonstall is an honest man 


not given to cheaply partisan atti- 
tudes. The Democratic critics of 
what is not being done gave him 
a respectful hearing and honored 
him with sober debate. 


Saltonstafl's "main point was 


that the critics were basing their 
conclusions on estimates of Rus- 
sian efforts as compared with our 
own when . actually they were 
merely estimates and not hard, 
certain evidence. We might, he 
said, be behind in some areas but 
they are not those on which we 
are putting our primary em- 
phasis. 


A fair comparison, he con- 


tended, must take into account 
what this- nation can mass-pro- 
duce once it has. decided to con- 
centrate on a particular missile. 


SENATOR Henry M. Jackson 


of Washington made the most 
telling answer. The Administra- 
tion, he charged, has a long rec- 
ord of under-estimating Russia in 
four vital fields: A- and H-bomb 
production, submarine strength 
and intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles.. 


He was backed up by majority 


leader Lyndon M. Johnson, who 
pointed out that no one complain- 


ed . about what was being done 
but that Senators who studied the 
program felt compelled to ask 
if it were enough. 


Saltonstall pleaded that the job 


was "to strike the balance which 
would most effectively at any 
given time insure security." He 
expressed confidence that we are 
strong enough that no nation will 
dare to attack us. 


WHAT ALL the Senators dealt 


with delicately was the fact that 
a great' deal of the American 
effort is going into intermediate- 
range missiles, which are fine so 
long as the present ring of over- 
seas bases remains firmly in our 
hands. What is not being said 
publicly is that the troubled poli- 
tical climate in the Middle East 
and in North Africa casts a 
shadow on vital segments of that 
ring. 


Neither the critics of defense or 


foreign policy intend to climb 
down; in fact, Senator J. W. Ful- 
bright renewed his foreign policy 
complaints after Saltonstall had 
finished. But they welcome ans- 
wers and the start of a serious 
debate on the present situation.

Student Loans Pose Tricky Problems 


WASHINGTON -(NBA)'- Col- 


lege student loan plans kicked 
around Congress raise questions 
not even a Ph.D can answtr. 


The Senate's original aid-to-edu- 


cation bill proposed $500 annual 
scholarships for promising high 
school grads, plus another $500 
outright grant for needy students. 
On top of this $1,000 annual loans 
would be made available. 


The House killed the scholar- 


ships but left in the loan provis- 
ions. The reason was to save gov- 
ernment money. 


The Senate then modified the 


program by cutting scholarship 
grants to $250 a year and loans to 
$750 a year. 


This would pay about naif the 


costs of a college'education. For 
U. S. Office of Education esti- 
mates that on the average, it 
costs $1,500 a year to 59 lo a 
state, tax-supported 
institution, 


$2.000 a year in a private school. 
Half of this is for education, half 
for board and room. 


is that it is worth $250,000 to a 
man, over his whole lifetime. So 
why not consider college costs 
like an investment, the same as 
going into debt to buy a home or 
start a new business? 


There aren't any very good 


case statistics on student loan 
funds now available at most col- 
leges, and how they work. 


In a report to National Science 


Foundation. Charles C. Cole Jr. 
estimated that 35 million dollars 
were available for scholarships 
in 1955. Half of these outright 
grants were said to be conccn- 
tratcd-in 50 larger institutions. 
Another 50 million dollars were 
reported available in private stu- 
dent loan funds, not fully used. 


Massachusetts has had a state 


college loan fund in successful 
operation for some years. But 
the average age of students ap- 
plying for loans is 24 years. So 
this money is being used more 
by graduate students, not college 
freshmen. 


CONGRESS is mighty generous in 


^election years. It's touchy business, 
^though, keeping Ihe voters so dazzled 
* they won't realize it's their money that 
I is being handed out to them so freely. 


ASSUMING that something like 


the Senate's revised plan comes 
out of conference with the House 
and is signed by the President. 
It would mean that any student 
completing four years of college _ 
would find himself with a diplo- 
ma—and $3,000 in debt. Ques- 
tion: Is that Rood? 


No repayment would be requir- 


ed the first year after graduation. 
After that, the student would have 
ten years in which to pay off his 
loan, at four per cent. 


One trick provision being con- 


sidered is to cancel the loan for 
graduates who go into teaching 
for five years. 


Otherwise—unless the graduate 


is a science or math whiz who 
can fall into a S10,000-n-ycar re- 
search job—he's in a box. For 
the average college grad docs 
well if he can get $4,000 to $5,000 
a year the first few years. 


If he wants to keep a car and 


gel married—and most of (hem 
do right after graduation if not 
before—it takes all he and his 
wife can make to break even. 


If he goes on to graduate school 


for law, medicine or a Ph.D in 
' science or education, he still has- 
three to five years of university 
expense ahead of him. 


ARGUMENT in favor of going 


into debt for a higher education 


"WHEN LOANS arc used," 


says the Cole report, "they can 
shackle a youth of 18 with a 
financial obligation which, in the 
case of those studying for pro- 
fessional careers, cannot possibly 
be paid off for many years." 


For women college students, 


loans -would in most cases be 
completely out of the question. 
Most women go to college to get 
better husbands. That may not 
be the primary objective, but it's 
the end result. 


Few college women raise their 


earnings high enough to pay off 
substantial debts. And a socio- 
logical question has been raised 
on how attractive a coed will find 
husband material, if he starts out 
$o,000 or more in debt. Viewed 
in that light, student loans might 
be romance killers. 


One other curious aspect of 


student loans is that in sonic cas- 
es, the low-interest money was 
used to finance the purchase of 
an automobile—now considered a 
necessity even by college stu- 
dents.

Services, Roads, 
Schools Lacking, 
Report Declares 


MORGANTOWN. W. Va. (UPI) 


West Virginia's schools, 
roads 


and other government services 
will fall short of national stand- 
ards unless more money is put in- 
to them—and the only answer is 
ncreased taxes. 
That conclusion was contained 


n a newly-published report com 
piled for the West Virginia Unr 
versity Bureau of Business Re- 
search by Edwin W. Hanczaryk, 
until recently an associate profes 
sor of economics at WVU, a n d 
James H. Thompson, professor of 
economics and director of the bu- 
reau. 


The report titled "The Econom- 


ic Impact of State and Local Taxes 
n West Virginia" said the state 
ranks "far below" in both its ec- 
onomic ability to bear taxes and 
he tax effort it makes. 
The two educators said that not 


only was the state's tax effort "in- 
adequate" but its "tax structure 
was "extremely regressive." The 
report noted that a regressive tax 
system is one which places 
iieavier burden on low -• income 
families than those with higher in 
comes.

The report said the state plates 


an "unusually heavy reliance" on 
sales and excise taxes. This class 
produced 85 per cent of ;the 
state's tax revenue in 1956, a high- 
er percentage than any o.ther 
state. 


The r e p o r t also criticized, 


among other things, what the two 
educators called the "inequitable 
and unrealistically low real estate 
assessments" and the lax sys- 
tem's "discrimination against cer- 
tain types and sizes of businesses' 
undeiMhe state gross sales tax 
"aw. "" 


They said, however, that the 


state's tax system as a whole does 
not place an excessive burden on 
Business firms.

A decline in the West Virginia un- 
employment compensation f u n d 
has produced an increase in em- 
ployers'rates for the third quarter 
of this year,' State Employment 
[Security Director Henry L. A s h 
said Tuesday. 


The fund total for the second 


quarter.-ending June 30, was $53,- 
990,087, he said. It made manda- 
tory a two - step increase pre- 
scribed by the Legislature under 
an amendment to the compensa- 
tion law passed at a special one- 
day session June 23. 


The fund is supported by a pay- 


roll tax, ranging from zero to 2.7 
per cent and based on the contrib- 
utor's unemployment record. 


Ash said all employers' rates, 


except those with a rating of zero 
or. 2.3 or more, will be increased 
four-tenths of one per cent. Those 
with a zero rating must pay one- 
half of one per cent, while those 
with 2.3 or over will be raised to 
the maximum of 2.7, Ash said. 


The raises changes the previous 


law under which all ratesx w e r e 
raised'to the maximum when the 
fund fell below $50.000,000.

that for each $5,000,000 the fund 
fell below $60,000,000, the employer

Two Agencies Conflict 
On Cost Of Living Index

NEW YORK (UPI) - Did the 


cost .of living rise, or fall last 
month? 


.The government said it rose — 


by 0.2 per cent. The National In- 
dustrial Conference Board/a high- 
ly respected private . r e s e a r c h 
group, said it fell — by p.l.per

.The Department of Labor's Bu- 


reau of Labor Statistics .started 
keeping tabs on the cost of living 
in October, 1919. -The conference 
board started in mid-1918. 


Since those days there have 


been times when the indexes have 
agreed precisely.; At other times 
they have disagreed widely. What 
accentuates the current difference 
is'.not so much the gap of three- 
tenths of .a percentage point but 
the'occurrence,of .the gap at the 
point where it means either a rise 
or. a 'decline. 


But why should''there be. differ- 


ences at all 'since both indexes 
seek .to measure the same thing? 


• 
Different Procedures • 


It's not'because of errors or the 


size of the staffs of either organi- 
zation although the. government 
staff is larger, experts say.'Rath- 


; the'reason, involves .different 


procedures for. collecting informa- 
:ion.

The major-areas- of disagree- 


ment in the July indexes were in 


the food and transportation sec- 
tors. The BLS showed food costs 
of, 0.1 per cent and transportation 
up 1 per cent. The NICE reported 
food off 0.3 per cent and trans- 
portation up 0.6 per cent.. 


Each index collects data from a 


different set of cities, although 
there is overlapping. The confer- 
ence board's food component rep- 
resents information f r o m four 
large cities—New York, Chicago, 
Los Angeles and Houston—collect- 
ed monthly, and' 12 smaller cities 
collected quarterly. The Labor 
Department's food calculation is 
arrived at by sampling 46 cities 
monthly. 


In the transportation component 


both indexes gather data quarter- 
ly with some data for the BLS 
collected semi-annually. 


Establish Trend 


An analysis of both indexes 


shows that month-to-month differ- 
ences between them generally iron 
themselves out and established a 
trend over a period of s e v«e-r a 1 
months. 


Take the May'and June changes 


in the public transportation seg- 
ments of-, both indexes, for exam- 
ple. In May the BLS showed costs 
steady and in June an 0.9 per cent 
rise, while the NICE showed costs 
up 0.04.per cent in May and 0.3 
per cent in June.

Revenue Bonds Will 
Pay For System In

The Town of Moorefield is ask- 


ing bids for a sewage disposal 
and interceptor sewer system for 
the community in the latest move 
for. "clean stream" conditions in 
the Potomac River watershed. 


Cost of the project is set at 


approximately $155,550 and the 
system will handle a large flow 
of sewage daily. The project will 
include a sewage lagoon- and 
chlorination system .

Mayor P. \V. Clarke said the 


federal government is providing 
$33,000. of the total cost. As ex- 
plained by the mayor, the. inter- 
ceptor sewers will pick up the 
sewage from the sewage system 
of the town at a point near the 
community and then carry it to 
the', lagoon. 


Lift Stations Provided 


There will be two or three lift 


stations by which the sewage will 
be carried across South Fork of 
the South Branch and higher 
terrain to the lagoon. 


The new sewage system will 


service the entire community of 
2,500 population and bids are .ex 
pected to be opened within sev- 
eral weeks, the mayor said. The 
entire project will be financed 
through revenue bonds: Sewage 
has, been dumped in the South 
Branch for many years. 
, 


.Installation of the sewage dis- 
posal system at Moorefield is 
another step in the overall pro- 
gram in this section of eliminat- 
ing raw sewage from streams. 


Other Advances Listed 


The town of Romney has had 


a sewage disposal plant for many 
years. Cumberland only recently 
put into operation a $2,000,000 
sewage disposal plant on the 
North Branch of the Potomac 
and 
another is scheduled 
at 


Weslernport for the West Vir- 
ginia Pulp Company and the Tri- 
Towns. This will cost in excess 
of $3,000.000. 


The Allegany County Board of 


Commissioners has asked pro- 
posals on a survey of the Georges 
Creek region between Frostburg 
and Westcrnport on the sewage 
disposal needs. 


Also in nearby West Virginia, 


bids have been let for flood- 
water retardation systems on 
New Creek in the Kcyscr area.

Suppliers provided 
materials free or at cost. 


Industry, labor and private citi- 


zens provided $285,000. much of it 
through community campaigns. 
The six-acre site for the center 
was furnished without cost. 


Union bounds were hurdled and 


jurisdictional problems shelved. 


Striking Workers Help 


Glaziers on strike against a firm 


in New Castle, Pa., traveled "60 
miles on .two week ends to install 
windows. They worked under the 
direction of the boss they were 
striking against. 


The "sweat-of - the-brow" con- 


tributions resulted in a block-long 
brick and aluminum b u i l d i n g 
which will serVe 400 handicapped 
children. 


Facilities include classrooms, 


speech 
and 
physical therapy 


rooms, clinics, rest, and X - ray 
rooms, an elevated swimming pool 
for hydrotherapy, an auditorium 
and a modern kitchen. The Mer- 
cer County Rotary Club, w h i c h 
began the building fund project in 
1954, started the campaign by do- 
nating $60,000. Industry and other 
groups followed suit. Typical was 
a $24,000 'gift by Westinghouse. 
Civic groups sponsored benefits. 
Mrs. J. R. Wishart donated the 
land. 


' "It's Unbelievable" 


Playing key roles in the project 


were William M. Armstrong, pres- 
ident of the county Crippled Chil- 
dren's Society, and Joseph Valid- 
zich, president of the county's 
Central Labor Union. 


"Just think—the entire building 


erected free of charge by union 
men working on leisure time, 
Armstrong said. "It's unbelieva- 
ble." 


Validzich views his part in the 


project as payment of a debt. His 
brother's child is crippled and 
wears braces; his own daughter 
suffers from a severe kidney con- 
dition. 


Dominic Icetty, retired 73-year- 


old bricklayer, works daily on the 
project in dedication to his daugh- 
ter, who has never walked. She is 
a victim of cerebral palsy. 


Work on the building progressed 


faster than it would have had the 
project been under contract. Ma- 
terials arrived quicker, equipment 
was furnished on the spot, and 
worker enthusiasm was h i g h e. 
than if it had been a paid project. 
The incentive was so widespread 
that an entire corps of carpenters 
moved in from Franklin, Pa., for 
a week end. 


In one instance, a volunteer was 


spotted leaning on his shovel. 


"Hey," called a bricklayer, "Get 


back to work. You act like you 
are being paid."
